Thus, if water is. os we keep 
being warned these days, the 
most precious of our mineral 
resources, it is olso by far the 
conunonest and the cheapest 
(cheaper than dirt: the crver- 
age price of water in this 
country, delivered to your fau¬ 
cet. is a nickel a ton). 

Water is not a natural re¬ 
source like copper or coal, into 
whose dwindling reserves we 
tuimel our way until the last 
vein is worked. Instead, it is a 
resource as permcment os its 
two peers, sunlight and air. 
and while human ingeunity 
may contrive to do it some 
temporary, infinitesimal dam¬ 
age here and there, it can nev¬ 
er be diminished. 

We discard it after use, but 
it is Indestructible, it won’t 
wear out. In the centuries since 
some thirsty and gifted savage 
built the first water works by 
damming with stones and moss 
a clear glacial stream, man has 
failed to subtract a single tea¬ 
cupful of water from the 
world supply. 

There would be no water 
shortages if people were pre¬ 
pared to poy the costs of avoid¬ 
ing them. But it is another of 
the paradozes of water that 
while it is unbelievobly cheap 
by the gallon, taxpayers axe 
universally inclined to consider 
their water bills too high, and 
since additions to a water sys¬ 
tem ore expensive and must be 
planned and begun years in 
advance, they are rarely ready 
in time ond ore rarely ade¬ 
quate for long. 

It is. in fact, characteristic 
of urban man that he is al¬ 
ways running out of water.

youngsters’ eyes. 

Architect for the structure 
was Carlton Winslow Jr., of 
Beverly Hills, and contractors 
were from the Baker-Lane Con¬ 
struction Company of Alta¬ 
dena. 

The Parish Day School was 
started three years ago with 
22 pupils. Since that time, the 
student-body and faculty has 
been enlarged to an average 
of 95 to 100 students, kinder¬ 
garten through the seventh 
grade, and six teachers, in¬ 
cluding three Sisters of St. 
Mary. 

According to Father Smith, 
Sierra Madre’s is the first com¬ 
plete parochial school planned 
by the Diocese of Los Angeles. 
Several other schools are in the 
area, he said, but they are 
spread over a large area, one 
or two classrooms to each sep¬ 
arate unit. 

At 3:15 p. m. Sunday, Bishop 
Bloy will dedicate the Sisters’ 
Convent. Next activity of the 
afternoon is at 4 p. m. in the 
Ascension Church, when the 
Bishop will administer the Sac¬ 
rament of Confirmation for one 
of the Church classes of 20 
adults. Dedication of the 
School will immediately fol¬ 
low the Confirmation rites. 

Father Smith said all pupils 
of the parochial school will be 
present, in their uniforms, and 
he invited parents and adults 
of the church to attend also. 

The Ascension School Song, 
written by fourth-grade teach¬ 
er, Helen Elliott, and adapted 
to music by the School Music 
teacher, Mrs. Harold Higgins, 
will be sung Sunday for the 
first time.

Any Los Angeles County resi¬ 
dent wanting to sumbit a pa¬ 
per on tuberculosis for one of 
two $150 cash awards must do 
so by March 1, according to 
Dr. Emil Bogen, president of 
the Los Angeles County Tu¬ 
berculosis and Health Associa¬ 
tion. 

Referring to the Higby Me¬ 
morial Award for the best pa¬ 
per on any socialogical, psy¬ 
chological, or historical aspect 
of tuberculosis, and the Tru¬ 
deau Society Award for the pa¬ 
per presenting the best clinical, 
laboratory, or epidemiological 
study of the disease. Dr. Bogen 
pointed out that any resident 
of California is eligible to com¬ 
pete. 

“Winner of the Higby Me¬ 
morial Award will receive, in 
addition to $150, an invitation 
to present his paper at the 
annual meeting of the Cali¬ 
fornia and Health Association 
in San Diego next month,” Dr. 
Bogen said.

Yfrah Neaman, celebrated 
violinist, will be presented 
Saturday, March 4, at Sierra 
Madre’s third Community Con¬ 
cert at the City School audi¬ 
torium.

Still in his mid-twenties 
Violinist Neaman has won rec¬ 
ognition in the United States, 
on the continent, and in Great 
Britain where he makes his 
permanent home. 

TTie musical spotlight of 
fame first fell on young Nea¬ 
man' in England during the 
war when he had forsaken mu¬ 
sic for a factory job to help 
the war effort. He became an 
overnight sensation when he 
was called from his electri¬ 
cian’s job, on a few hours’ no¬ 
tice, to substitute for his mu¬ 
sic teacher who suddenly had 
been taken ill. 

Mr. Neaman had showed mu¬ 
sical talent at an early age 
and he was only 9 years of age 
when his mother took him to 
Paris for training. He studied 
five years at the Conservatorie 
and, at 14, was graduated with 
a Premier Prix. At the same 
time he took private lessons 
from Jacques Thlbaud. 

Later he studied in London- 
with Carl Flesch. After the 
war, Mr. Neaman played in 
South Africa and in Holland, 
in addition to touring England

Class Starts 


Writer Explains Use of 
JJncome Tax Form 1040 


TRAFFIC DEATHS 
DOWN SLIGHTLY

An estimated 1631 traffic 
fatalities, including 727 in Los 
Angeles County, were reported 
in the 13 southland counties 
during 1949, Public Safety offi¬ 
cials of the Southern California 
Automobile Club disclosed this 
week. 

This represents the lowest 
such figure since 1944 and is 
partic u 1 a r 1 y noteworthy be- 
cau.se motor vehicle registra¬ 
tions in the state have been in¬ 
creased by more than 1,000,000 
cars in the past five years, 
the club said. 

It was pointed out that the 
1949 fatality totals in South¬ 
ern California indicated a 
slight improvement over the 
previous year’s figures which 
showed 1654 deaths, 799 of 
which occurred in Los Angeles 
County. Statewide traffic 
fatality marks were three per 
cent higher than in 1948. 


The brothers are .seniors at 
the college, William majoring 
in truck crops, and Goodrich in 
Agronomy. They are two of the 
1650 students enrolled at Davis 
for the seme.ster. 


Eleven Sierra Madreans at¬ 
tended the first session of the 
local Red Cross Chapter’s First 
Aid class last Wednesday, 7:30 
to 9:30 at the City Hall. 

According to Harry Lange, 
Sierra Madre First Aid Chair¬ 
man, eight of the course mem¬ 
bers are city volunteer fire¬ 
men, the other three being citi¬ 
zens interested in learning 
more about the emergency 
treatment. 

The 10-weeks’ course will of¬ 
fer instruction in elementary 
First Aid, including bandage 
wrapping, pressure points, ar¬ 
tificial respiration, and other 
vital emergency measures. 

Teacher of the class is Sierra 
Madre physician. Dr. Thomas 
A. Wynne. 

Mr. Lange said there is still 
room for three or four addi¬ 
tional students in the class. 
Persons wishing to enroll 
should contact him. 


(Editor’s Note: Federal In¬ 
come tax returns may be filed 
on one of two forms: Form 
^040-A or Form 1040. In our 
Issue 3 weeks ago, an article 
appeared, covering the use of 
Form 1040-A, the Employee’s 
Dpt 1 o n a 1 Individual Income 
Tax Return. Readers who are 
interested are referred to that 
article. The following article 
deals entirely with the use of 
Form 1040.) 

BY ROBERT R. RIDDELL 

Form 1040 may be used by 
any taxpayer, regardless of the 
total amount of his Income, or 
its source. If his “adjusted 
gross income” is less than $5,- 
000, he may use either the 
long or the short form; if it is 
$.5000 or more, he MUST use 
the long form. 

’The term “adjusted gross in¬ 
come” means different things 
for different taxpayers. For the 
person engaged in business or 
a profession, it means his 
gross receipts minus ordinary 
and necessary business expen- 
it means gross income minus 
nes; for the employed, it means 
gross income minus expenses 
of travel, meals and lodging 
while in an “away from home” 
status (defined very technical¬ 
ly in rulings and decisions) 
and certain reimbur-sed expen¬ 
ses; for the person with income 
rental property, it means total 
receipts from rent minus ex¬ 
penses incident to the rental 
busine.ss, and depreciation. 

’The use of the short form 
1040 is advantageous to the 
taxpayer who does not have 
non-business deductions 
amounting to as .such as ten 
per cent of his gross income. 
Non-business deductions are 
such items as charitable con¬ 
tributions, Interest and taxes 


paid, medical expenses, non¬ 
business losses, and other 
items which are entered on page 
three of the return when the 
long form is used. 

In using the short form 1040, 
the taxpayer will determine 
his adjusted gross income 
(which is, for most individuals, 
the same as gross income); 
then will turn to the table on 
the last page of Form 1040, 
where he will find his tax. The 
table takes into consideration 
the number of exemptions 
claimed by the taxpayer, and 
gives him credit for deductions 
approximating ten per cent of 
his adjusted gross Income. 

The tables are arranged in 
two columns for each tax 
bracket. It will be noted that 
over both columns are the 
words “If total income in item 
6, page 1, is”; then, at the 
head of the first column, the 
words "at least”; and, at the 
head of the second column, 
"But less than.” The tax brack¬ 
et must be selected which in¬ 
cludes the amount of the in¬ 
come. For example: if the 
amount of income is $3,350, the 
bracket to be selected is “at 
least $3350 but not more than 
$4000“ —NOT that which "at 
least $3300 but not more than 
$3.3.50.” Having determined the 
proper tax bracket, the tax due 
is selected from the column 
which gives the taxpayer the 
number of exemptions to which 
he is entitled. 

The tax tables are .so ar¬ 
ranged that if a husband and 
wife file a joint return, they 
are given every advantage of 
the “split income’ method of 
filing, which was initiated last 
year. 

The long form 1040 can be

used advantageously when the 
taxpayer’s itemized deductions 
are in excess of ten per cent 
of his adjusted gross income. 
Now, instead of finding th tax 
In tables on the basis of the 
amount of adjujsted gross in¬ 
come, the taxpayer reduces 
that adjusted gross Income by 
the amount of his itemized de¬ 
ductions, to produce a figure 
known as net income; reduces 
the net income by the amount 
to which he is entitled as ex¬ 
emptions; and computes tax on 
the re.sulting amount by using 
th e tax rate schedule listed 
on last page of the instruction 
booklet which he received with 
his blank return. 

The law controlling the use 
of the so-called optional stand¬ 
ard deduction has been liber¬ 
alized so that it now applies 
to the case of a taxpayer with 
adjusted gross income In ex¬ 
cess of $5000 who has less 
than ten per cent of his ad¬ 
justed gross income as item¬ 
ized deductions. In such case, 
the taxpayer may take a 
standard deduction of ten per 
cent of his adjusted gross in¬ 
come, or $1000, whichever fig- 
gueis the smaller. For exam¬ 
ple: an individual who has 
adjusted gross income of $9,- 
000, who can claim itemized 
deductions totaling only $400, 
may take a standard deduction 
of $900, thus saving tax on 
$500. If the adjusted gross In¬ 
come increases to $10,000, he 
may take a standard deduction 
of $1000. But now he has reach¬ 
ed the limit. If adjusted gross 
Income increases to $12,000, he 
may take only $1000. This rule 
applies to a single person or 
to a married couple filing 
jointly. If a married couple 
file separate Forms 1040, each 
is limited to $500 as the stand¬ 
ard deduction. 

TTie Collector of Internal 
Revenue received many returns 
filed separately by husbands 
and wives, in which one spouse 


uses the standard deduction, 
and the other itemized deduc¬ 
tions. Such filings are errone¬ 
ous, and upon audit must be 
corrected. The spouse who lem- 
izes his deductions controls the 
action of the other spouse; and 
If one itemizes, the other must 
Itemize. 

Whether a taxpayer uses 
Form 1040 or Form 1040-A, if 
he has received from his em¬ 
ployer a Withholding State¬ 
ment, it must be attached to 
the return when it is filed. If 
he has had more than one em¬ 
ployer, all Withholding State¬ 
ments must be attached. 

Thousands of returns have 
been sent back to the taxpay¬ 
ers already this year, because 
of neglect at this point. ’The 
reason for this requirement is 
apparent. Each Withholding 
Statement shows not only the 
wages paid, but also the 
amount withheld for income 
tax payment. This, then, con¬ 
stitutes a credit against the 
total tax due. This year, every 
return receives a preliminary 
audit before it is processed. At 
this point, the withholding 
statement is the only evidence 
that the Collector has as to the 
amount of credit to which the 
taxpayer is entitled; therefore 
if the Withholding Statements 
are not attached, he is required 
to delay action upon the return 
until he has definite evidence 
of credits against the tax due. 

(Our next article will dis¬ 
cuss the “Split Income” meth- 
or of filing returns: Income to 
be included: Income which may 
be excluded: and exemptions.)
